"The tempering workshop has two tempering tanks about 5 meters deep* The temperature 
of the bath £S £00* Centigrade. The object being tempered is always submerged for 
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30 minutes, and is tempered 35 kg for /'per 1 ran. /sic 7.A11 parts used 
in construction of the fuselage must be tempered here.
